In Allegheny there were two fatalities
from the drinking of poison yesterdsy.
Arthur Croft dravk an enormous dose of
carbolic scid, and Hugh Turper swallowed
& quart of whisky. The earbolic scid proved
to be as deadly as the whisky.

Croft was a tinoer, Jiving at No. 7 Ells-
worth street, Allegheny. Owing to the re-
cent fire at Fleming & Hamilton's he was
dismissed by that firm last Satardey, and
the faot that he had lost his position caused
many to think that he had poisoned him-
seli intentionally. His wife does not be-
lieve this, and other circumstances indicate
that be drank the scid by mistake He was
not feeling well Sunday evening, and his
wife gave him a drink from s bottle of
wine, which she then hid.

He Found His Denth.

Yesterday morning, after cheerily eating
his breakfast, Croft went upstairs to pre-
pare to go out and seek work. Seeinga
large bostie on the organ, he supposed it
was the wine. The room was darkened by
the closed shutters, and the color of the
fiuid was not noticeable. Croft swallowed
s large drink, and immedistely realizing
that he had drunk something miuch more
fierr than even whisky he ran down stsirs,
erying, “Lizzie, I am poisoned.”

The wife alarmed the neighbors, and
while one of them gave Croft a big drink of
ealt water, another called Dr. Crombia
The phbysician gave the man & strong
antidote, which partially relieved bis psin.
He was then sent to the Allegheny General
Hospital. There, after suffering great
egony, Croft died at about 10 o’clock.

Drank a Qunart of Whisky.

Turner was & Manchester laborer who had
been for several yvears a strong drinker. A
times he would lesve the tipple alone and
work hard for several weeks, and would
then eatch up by reveling in liguor for two
or three dln.. About s year ago he drank
& quart of whisky in s few hours, and fell
into a stu eap that Dr. J. C. Rediek
was called to administer sotidotes. On the
following dey Turner was sboui as chip-
per s ever. Last Sunday evening he re-
E——ted this operation, but this time with

eadly result. He procured s quart of
whisky, drank it in about two hours and be-
came unconscious

About 6 o'clock Mrs Turner sent for
Dr. Redick, who lives near, on Pennsylvs-
nia avenue, and physician revived the
man with druge  Two hours lster Turner
The phyeician was again ealled, but
he said his medicines were no longer of an
ice.
